San Francisco, Feb. 15 —Tho delay in 
tho arrival of the steamer Mariposa, which 
arrived in port this morning, was caused by 
unusually heavy woather throughout the 
entire voyage. The situation at tho islands 
as described by all the pasaongera was more 
aorono than at the last advicoB. C. F. Saw 
yer, of Boston, who married Miss Sevorano, 
daughter of tho ox-Hawaiian minister, said 
evorybody was anxiously awaitiDg the final 
report of tho courttnartial. Among the 
troops there is a woll defined sentiment that 
aevoro punishment should bo meted out to 
the ringleaders. F. G. Rood, president of 
tho Los Angoles town council, Bays tho ex- 
citement hus resolvod itself into annexation 
talk everywhere. Where formorly there 
wus a doairo to prooood to extreme moa6ureB 
thero is now no other feeling than 
to deal gently, though fjreibly, with 
tho instigators if tho late rovolc. It is 
his opinion that doportution will oo 
cur, and ho aaid in t hie connection that up 
to tho very last niotuont lb had luon the in- 
tention of tho government to deport Wido- 
mann, Gregg, Marshall and othorB. Their 
fumilioa wero apprised of tho contemplated 
move, and wore at tho wharf to bid good- 
byo to them. Tho army, howovor, had en- 
tered a very vigorous protest, and deporta- 
tion was abandoned. Thero is, h« said, no 
danger of any further uprising. It haB been 
tho policy of tho government up to this 
time to impress upon the royalists the futil- 
ity of any Buoh move, and this object will 
bo borno in mind in any Bubaiquent proceed- 
ings that the government may tako. 

Dr. McDaniel, of Santa Clara, who has 
actod as surgeon for the army during the 
recont upriBiog, Bays that it Beomed to ba 
tho genoral improtsion that In tho ovent of 
any vordiot being arrivod at not commen 
aurate with tho punishment of tho crimes, 
tho oommiltoo of publia Bafoty would soe 
that the conspirators would not got off with 
a sentenoe of transportation. It is impos- 
sible, ho Baid, to stato dlreotly just what 
puninhmont would bo moted out to the 
prisoners. Tho feoling ran very high against 
them. 

Prealdont Dolo Bpent two hours on board 
tho Btoamor prior to hor doparcuro, doubt- 
Iosb in connection with tho intonded de- 
portation of Widomann and six other 
whites. It was reported on board the 
Mariposa that the government had four 
prisoners under sentence of deportation on 
minor charges. Tho representative of the 
United Press was unablo to verify the 
rumor, but finally discovered a young man 
named Smith, aaid to have been an appren- 
tice on the United States stoamer Boston, 
who desortod in Honolulu. It was said 
Smith had been sent on board the ship for a 
remark made against tho provisional 
government. Smith refused to be inter- 
viewed. 

Tho transportation of Muller, CranBtoun 
and Johnstone was not accomplished with- 
out Bomo diplomatic friction. The Gorman 
oonsul when appealed to by Muller answered 
that it served him right and that ho was 
luaky to get off with that. Unltod States 
Minister Willis, on the contrary, took a dif- 
ferent view of Cranstoun's appeal and there- 
upon entered a pretest against his deporta- 
tion without trial. Willis exprosBed his 
sorrow that tho govornmont should poraist 
in auoh an arbitrary and illegal course and 
assured them that they should hoar about 
it. Tho attornoy genoral assured him that 
tho govornmont had thoroughly considered 
tho subject and were quite satiefied with 
their action. 

Tho Mariposa brings Honolulu dates to 
Feb. 8. Tho trial for misprision and treason 
of tho ex Quoon before tho military commis 
sion occupied portions of the 5th, .h and 
7th and included to-day. Sho gavo brief 
oral testimony and caused to bo read a 
writton statoment. Sho deniod the right of 
tho court to try hor, and denied all com- 
plicity in or knowledge of any attempt to 
overthrow tho republic and restoro her as 
Queen. Sho did not hear of any uprising 
until tho next morning. 

At tho conclusion of tho trial u paper was 
road on behalf of tho Qdeen, in which she 
rolutod that sho bad uo knowledge either 
directly or indirectly of the intended revolt, 
nor had she any information concerning tho 
arms or by whom procured. Sho admits 
that it waB her intontion to change her cabi- 
net whenever ber restoration should bo 
effected, and that bIio acted of her own free 
will and was uctuated solely by tho aim of 
doing good to hor country. Tho Queen ex- 
pressed her regret at the reported danger to 
women and children at tho hands of tho 
Hawaiian*, which sho ouid had no founda- 
tion whatever. Sho denies tho right of tho 
court martial to try her, and claims that by 
so doing it violates tho constitution and lawB 
now in lorco in tho country. Sho appoals to 
tho court to remember that tho govern- 
ment of Hawaii is on trial boforo tho 
world and that it will bo judgod by the 
outcomo. Sho concludes by saying that 
tho prosperity and happinoas of Hawaii are 
in their hands and that ob they aro com- 
mencing a now era in tho nation's hiBtory 
sho hopes that thoy will havo tho wisdom to 
lead it in tho paths of forbearuneo und to 
consolidato all tho pooplo anxious to ad- 
vance in tho way of civilization outlined by 
American liberty. 

In court on tho Sth inst, in tho caso of the 
Queen tho court required soveral passages 
in hor statement strickon out beforo it could 
bo admitted on record. Neumann Bpoko 
ono hour, maintaining that tho evidence 
failed to provo that tho accused had any 
knowlodgo of tho uprising. Tho judgo advo- 
cate respondod for forty-fivo minutea, treat- 
ing with derision tho possibility of hor 
ignorancn, with chief conspirator Nowlein 
living under hor roof and official documents 
passing back and forward between hor und 
Guilloek relating tc tho establishment of 
tho now govornmont at tho vory timo when 
tho Waimanalo was prepared to land arms 
and tho insurreotion was rlpo. Tho trial 
closed at 2:30 p m 

Washington, Fob. 15.— Tho truth of an 
oxtraot from tho diary of ox-Queen Liliuo- 
kalani road at hor trial and contained ir. 
Honolulu advices by tho Mariposa, stating 
that sho had rooolvod a proaont from Preai- 
donb Clo"oland wus deniod at tho Whito 
Houbo to-day. It is statod thoro that tho 



President sent no preaont to her and that 
ahe was imposed on If any wero given hor 
with the statement that it came from Mr. 
Clovoland. , 

New York, Feb. 15 —Tho wifo of Col. 
T. Seward, who has beon condemned to 
death at Honolulu on a charge of treason in 
cocneotion with tho recent inaurreotlon 
thoro againat the provisional government, 
has requoated Peoonio lodge, No. 394, F 
and A. M. to take aome aotion towaid hav- 
ing her husband's sontenoo mitigated. Mrs 
Seward and family now reBldo at Guilford, 
Conn. Col. Seward is woll known in Suf- 
folk Co. 

LoNDON.Feb. 15. — The government statsd 
in tho House of Commons to-day that the 
British commissioner at Honolulu had asked 
tho Honolulu governmont to ropriove Hick- 
ards to onablo the commissioner to sond to 
tho homo government rooorda of the Rickard 
trial. The sentence imposed on Riokard 
has not yot been confirmed by the President 
of tho Howaiian republic and tho English 
commissioner has been instructed to ask for 
a dnlay of execution of tho BentencB. Tho 
Engllah commissioner was also instruoted 
that if Rickard was condemned without 
having a fair and opon trial all ovidenco bo 
sont to tho home government. Tho commis- 
sioner was also instructed to aot in concert 
with tho reprssentatlvo of the United 
StatcB at Honolulu, who haa received in 
struotiona Bimilar to thoBO directed to him 
self.

Lribonclipre Thinks an Early Appeal to the 
Country Should lie the First Thing. 

London, Feb. 15. — In tho Houbo of Com- 
mons to day, Mr. Henry Labouohere said it 
could not bo truthfully denied that there 
had beon a chango of front in tho Liberal 
official world in regard to Home Rule. On 
thor pointa too, Lord RoBobery did not 
Beem firm. With reference to tho resolution 
in the Houao of Lords, his utterancas wero 
unoertain and thoro had beon suoh inoon- 
siatoncioa in the atatemontB of ministers that 
he (Mr. Libmohere) would liko to know 
whother the House of Lords question had 
ever beon discussed by tho oabinet. Could 
anyone wonder, he asked, that a milk-and- 
water agitation carried on as this had been 
should have fallen flab. He thought u 
speedy dissolution would bo an excellent 
thing, beoauae the Liberals would then be 
returned to power with a larger majority 
than they could now command. If thoy 
stayed here doing nothing it would bo 
worso for thom. An appoal to tho oountry 
ought to bo tho drat thing. One good bill 
passed, Mr. Labouchoro doolared, would bo 
of more use to tho party than the showing 
of a dozon measures which they could not 
got passed.

The " Charleston " Detailed to Assist 
Missionaries— An Imprisoned 
American. 



Washington, Feb. 15 — The navy depart 
mont haa hoard from Admiral Carpenter at 
Choofoo that the Charleston arrived thereafter 
having rescued fourteen missionaries, and 
that ho had directed the Yorktown to go to 
the south coast of Shantung, China, to the 
assistance of missionaries in that locality. 
Ho also stated that tho Chinese still held 
tho island points and Wei- Hai- Wei. 

Tokio, Feb. 15 —A commission of exports 
has been ordered to Woi-HaiWoi to exum- 
ino tho sunken Chinese warships and report 
whothor it will bo feasiblo or profitable to 
raise and repair them. It is bolioved that 
tho warship Ting Yuen nan bo raiaed aud 
refitted at moderato cost. 

Shanghai dispatches Bay : The viooroy of 
Nankin haa apologized to tho English repre- 
sentative for tho attack made by tho Chinese 
aoldiera on Captain Cartwrighb on tho 
British warship Pigeon. 

London, Feb. 15 — Tho Timea' corre- 
spondent in Chefoo says than negotiations 
for tho surrender of Woi-Hui Wei have beon 
pending sinco tho 12fch. Ho confirms the 
report of Admiral Ting's suicide. Tho 
Chen Yuen, ho says, is tho only effectivo 
Chinese warship left. 

Tho Shanghai correspondent of tho Con- 
tral Newa says that tho Japaneso havo made 
great efforts to save tho lifo of tho American 
Harvio, arroatod by tho Chinoso reoontly 
aboard the passongor Btoamor Sydnoy, hail- 
ing from Sydney, and held by thom on tho 
Liu Rang Tao in Wei-Hai-Wel harbor. It 
la not known whother thoy havo suc- 
ceeded. 

TIENTSIN, Fob, 15. — Tho Emperor has 
restored to Li Hung Chang tbo yellow 
j acket, poacook feat hor and other honors. 
Ho will bo sont to Peking, whore ho will bo 
given an audienco by tho Eniporor. 

The Korean ministry haa roaigned.

It wus amended in tho commis- 
sion on tho motion of tho Clericals, so as to 
apply only to tho promotora of aooiulism and 
unarohiam. Tho vote by which tho para- 
graph waa passed was 18 to 19.

tities delivered at Tagaloa bay in tho Atua 
robol district. I> iforo tho wholo parcel had 
boon diaposoil of iho nowB reached the auth- 
orities. The imperial Gorman consul took 
steps iu regard to tho members of the firm 
of Fringe k Spatsy and Captain Laffings, 
who bad been employed in tho delivery of 
tho arms. Frlngs, Spatsy and Ladings wero 
fined 150 marka uud tho partnors wero com- 
pelled to deposit wilh the consul tho amount 
of oaah they had received, about $1,200 
In addition tho guna at Saraii wero 
sccurod and woro reabippnd to Sydnoy 
Throe Samoan chiofa at Saraii who seized 
for the government a portion of the guns 
imported have boon urromed n 1 oh rged 
by the German consul with intimidating 
German residents at Saraii and compelling 
thorn to give up arms.

Sealers and the Prospects of the 
Season— Arrival of the 
"Kouteuheck" 



A Fast Kuu from San Francisco— 
To Load Coal at 
Nauaimo, 

The British ehip Routon'or ck, ono of the 
British Columbia salmon Usee of 181)3, re. 
turned to port yesterday afternoon, being 
brought to anchorage, in Esquimalt harbor 
by the littlo American tug Magio, whioh 
towed her in from tho Cape. After dis- 
charging her Balmon o^rgo at Liverpool the 
ship loaded coceral merchandise for Hono- 
lulu whence she urrivo.-i, being 23 days on 
the passage. She N now iu ballast und iu 
hore for ordera. It waa on the 'Jli.-d of last 
month that the ship Bailed from Hawaii, 
and consequently Capt. Russell, her master, 
bringa no late uewa. Ho givoa it us his 
opinion that the Royalists will never again 
secure tho reina of government. Their 
leaders are of a very poor class, and they 
havo loot tho only opportunity for regaining 
power on the islands they are ovor.iikely to 
pO:Be-B. Mr. and Mrs. German and Mrs, 
Bradley aud her two daughters woro pas- 
saup n ou the Roinonbock. Tho latter i dn 
Prcf Leo. Bradley hero. Tho ship had a 
fairly good passage Sho passod tho bark- 
onfiue Archer outward from thu Sound and 
a floet of aoven or eight vessels off the Capo, 
SEALING t'BOSPKOTS, 

Tho vessels composing the Viotoria seal- 
ing fleet of 1895 have now sailed for the fu- 
ture scene of their operations, but with an 
outlook beforo them entirely different from 
that of past soasonB. Fifty four vesaela have 
Bailed, and of thia flaet '26 vessels havu clear- 
ed for the Japanese seas, loaving the read to 
hunt in British Columbia and Pacific Coast 
waters. On tho latter half of the fleet 198 
whites and 66'-! Indiana aro employed, whilst 
in the Japaneso fleet out of 605 huntors only 
100 are Indians. Tho numbor of Indiana on 
tho coast vosBols Is of course duo to the fact 
that spearing only ia permitted under tho 
international regulations, bus in several 
cases entire white crows bavo boen signed to 
use tho apear. Of course on vessela where 
tho gun will bo allowed white hunters re- 
ceive tho preference, Seala are reported vory 
plontiful on tho coast, but ovon this doeB 
not diBptl the gloom under which the present 
eouson opens. Last year hunters in many 
cases received .§4.50 per Bkin, aud in no in- 
stance did they get Iobs than §,') Owing to 
the small pricea realizsd in L indon at tho 
autumn ealea owners absolutely refused to 
offer a fixed price to their hunters this sea- 
son, and, after two months' haggling, tho 
best tho latter could got was tho ono fifth 
lay. Taking §9 as a high average price last 
season, hunters will not this year get over 
§1 SO per skin and probably not more than 
§1 50. The wugoa of boat pullers and boat 
Bteerers havo correspondingly decreased, 
and had not times beeu so hurd on the coast 
it would have been impoBsiblo to man tho 
flaet ; but. to moat of tho men it was 
a question of go or staiva. Many 
of the best hunters, who in past 
seasons made from §2,000 to §2 500 
aud saved their money havo quit tho busi- 
ness for tho present. Iu several instances, 
owners, oven at the present low pricss of 
wages, could Bee no possible profn in the 
venture and have lot out their aoh oners to 
tho captains upon a similar lay agreement, 
rather than go to tho exponBu of out- fitting 
r.hemaelves. The wholo season's oatoh of the 
Victoria fleot oould have boen oontractod for 
at §9 a skin, but though a rumor was cur- 
rein hero for Bomo time past that Liobea & 
Co. had offered to tako it ut §1'2, no founda 
tion for it could be traced, and in fact none 
of tho dealers Boomed anxious to take it at 
tho lowor prioo.

TheREKOUB tho Municipal Council of U10 
Corporation of the City of Victoria onacts aa 
follows ;

Bhall bo a llabilily payablo out of tho municipal 
rovonuo for tho curront year 1895. 

Sec. i. In tho construction of this Ry-law tha 
expressions "Land" and " Improvomonts," 
and " Koal Proporty," Bhall havo rospoctively 
tho moaning given to thorn in tho Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Soc. 5. Thia By-law may bo cited as tho "An-

Till! IIDILDINQS CONTRACT. 

Mr HklMCREN, tia u. matter of privilege, 
complained ih-.it in consequence of there 
not being inoludoil in tho Colonist report of 
yoatorduy'a proceedings any particulars of 
the paaaiig ' between himself and the Attor- 
ney- General rolutive to Mb (Mr, Holnicken't) 
profeaalonal relations with Coutraotor 
Adama, whioh took plaos at tho outset ot 
the dabato, the public would not understand 
the drift of tho questions whioh he after- 
wards put. He insinuated that the Attor- 
ney General was responsible for tho omis- 
sion 

Mb Williams, also as a matter of privi- 
lege, Baid mat as it had been disputed in 
tho houso that tho committee had tho pro- 
per document in -relation to the Haddington 
Island Btone boforo them, and that tho in- 
correct oopy appearing in the evidence wub 
simply because of a miatako by tho ateno 
graphor, ho had had the latter look ab his 
notes, with the result that ho found tho 
mistake was in transcribing, and ho would 
writo a letter to tint effect. Mr. Williams 
took thia opportunity aim to refer to tho re- 
port in the Colonist, and to explain that 
when ho said tho presence of the Attorney 
General would not uffjot the oommittee he 
meant simply that the committee would not 
bo intimidated thereby. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho certainly under 
stood the hon. geallaman to say something to 
the same t fleet as tho report, and it wbb 
that misunderstanding— for such ho must 
now t.iko it in bo — that be made the remark 
that Mr. Williams would not bo of much 
mo on the oommittee. He would apologise 
if ha had dono the hon. member an injustice 
in this matter, or with respect to thu inoor 
reot document in the report, of which tho 
statement of tho , otenegraphor is an ex 
planatlon. With respect to tho charge by 
Mr. Hehncken that ho (Mr. Davit) 
in any way responsible for tho report in tho 
Colonist, such a statement) or injinuation ia 
ontirely untrue, aB any hon. member could 
nee for himself from tho very fact that ho 
was iu the houso until nearly ono o'clock in 
tho morning, while the roport, ho beliaved, 
appeared in the paper whioh wont on thu 
boat to Vancouver at two o'clock. Ho had 
indeed gone to the Colonist office on his 
way homo from tho houso, and had then 
read tho report on the proof sheets, but at 
that timo tho typo was, bo helievod, already 
in tho forma. He noticed tho omission com- 
plained of aud spoko of it, when the roporter 
stated that ho had left it out because it was 
not relevant to I he discussion, would oc- 
cupy a lot of space to give fully as it ought 
to he given if at all, and also that it was bet- 
ter for all oonoorned not to print it. He had 
ainoe come to tho conclusion that the course 
taken was tho proper one, though at first ho 
did wish to have the discussion printed. Ho 
could not say that ho observed any notable 
inaccuracy in tho report, whijh, of cours-.- 
was hurriedly made, and ho thought it 
would havo been much hotter taato on tho 
part of the hon member to havo marie in 
quiry at tho Colonist office before making a 
charge such as ho had made to-day. Ho 
might say that he had noticed an important 
omission from his own speech, that being of 
u document which ho had road, tho author- 
ity to Adams to change from randem ashlar 
to coureed ashlar, whorein it wbb distinctly 
stated that there was to bo no chargo upon 
the government in cousequonco. Ho had, 
therefore, sent a note to tho nowspapor office 
asking to havo this document included in 
the weekly edition if possible. 

Mr. Helmckkn said what he had com- 
plained of was that from the report as it 
utanda it might bo inferred that tho ques- 
tions ho had put were put from a profes- 
sional standpoint. He had received a note 
from the reporter stating that ho alono was 
responsible for tho roport as it stood, and if 
he had done the Attorney-General an in- 
justice ho would arologui for it. 

CANADA WESTERN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of the bill respecting tho Canadian 
Western Central railway. Ho roviewed tho 
provisions of the bill, and tho statements of 
the preamble, and expressed tho opinion 
that tho position being aa thero set out the 
houBO will have little hesitation in 
passing tho bill. Ha considered 
the matter ono of vital conooru 
to this province, and that it had boen an act 
of wisdom on the part of tho government to 
give the promise nf a substantial laud grant 
to aid in tho construction of tho road. Its 
effect would bo to provide facilities for the 
development of fully I hreo-fourths of the 
province, at present inaccessible and un- 
developed. Ho would not now dwell upon 
the possibilities of that gre.it northern coun- 
try, tha matter having been so fully gone 
into by hiniBolf and othors on former occa- 
sions. Thero were those in the houxo who 
remembered how ho had delivered himeclf 
when this subjeot came up six years, ago, 
und ho had had no occasion since ihen to 
ohango his views. This prtject is 
ono of importance not only to British 
Columbia, but it ia also a matter 
of national necessity so far an this 
country is concerned. Ha fully believed 
that in thu near future it will bo an tic- 
oomplithed fact, thanks to tho indomitable 
energy of the chief promoters, who are 
working for it not for any merely personal 
advantage, but for tho promotion of the 
public Interests. Though they havo been 
working assiduously they cannot accomplish 
imposibilities, and in vioiv of the stringency 
of tho monry markets they have been un- 
able to consumtuato their plans, though 
they have made long strides in that direc- 
tion, It had been fully txpootod that they 
would hive been in a position this session to 
lay beforo tho house a definite proposition 
which would commend itself to tho consid- 
eration of tho members, but tho event hfte 
proved otherwise, and ihertfore this bill 
bocumo a necessity. If, however, what ho 
has boon told iB tho fac' — md ho had no 
rouaon to doubt it — tho piovinoo is to be 
oongratulatod on the faot that the afftirs of 
this project aro iu euch hands; and ho had 
no doubt but that it will be constructed in 
tho noar future, without any enormous eub- 
eidy such as has been suggested by itn eno- 
mies. While prepared to grant tho com 
pany all tho assistance possiblo within the 
resources of the country, the government 
would not bo justified iu travelling outside 
the bounds of our legitimate resources, or in 
doing anything in bringing on tho financial 
disaster which somo allego assistance 
to this road will accomplish. Tho 
government are prepared, a<» ha:, 
often before been said, when thn company 
bring forward any businoss like proposition 
to lay it beforo the house, and he felt quito 
satisfied that it would recivo duo consider 
atton thero. Ha anticipated that it might 
he said that this should ha\e boen brought 
in as a private bill, but this could not havo 
been dono au up to a short timo ago tho 
company had expeotod, aa ho had said, to bo 
in a position to ask tho govommonl) to 
bring forward a different moasuro, and viow- 
ing this aa a public matter of tho highest 
importance ho thought ho waa only doing 
hia duty in bringing in tho public bill of 
which ho now moved tho sooond reading. 



Thia provides simply for an extouBton of 
the time for oommonoement and completion. 
Tho company have already Incurred cenetd 
erable expense, and they hovo dono enough 
to eavo their charter, though the work of 
coustruotion mentioned has of aourBo been 
moro of u nominal than an actual oharictor. 
It is, however, suliioient to oomply with tbo 
terms of tho charter- 
Mil Williams — What havo thoy dono? 
Hon. Mr Davie eaid they havo expended 
a large amount of money in connootion with 
tho right of way and tho preliminary sur- 
voys. It doeB not take much to commence 
construction, for he remembered when about 
twenty years ugo the construction of the 
Canadian Paoifio railway was oemmoncod 
by tho Dominion government at Eequimalt ; 
but this oompaoy have dono much more 
than was dono on that occasion. Though 
tha bill atipulatea S200.000 as tho minimum 
expenditure for eaoh yoar during tho con- 
struction of this enterprise, of ooursa much 
moro than that will bo called for. Tho 
object of tho bill 1b to faollltato the con 
atruotion and to give fair aud reasonable 
timo for the completion of tho road. Ho 
would not compare it with tho Canadian 
Pacific railway at present, but eventually it 
will bo a trans continental lino. Tho Cana- 
dian Paoifio railway opened up the southern 
portion, and theCanada Western willporform 
that servloo for the remainder of the prov- 
ince, oomprising fully three-fourths of tho 
wholo territory. He would not now go into 
the oapabilitieB of that vast extent of coun- 
try, tho particulars with respect to which 
havo boon published ao frequently, for moat 
of tbo hon. momberB know tho capacity of 
the region in the Bhapo cf grain aud other 
products of tho soil, beaides its mineral 
wealth.' A point to be borne in mind ia tho 
importance cf this road not only to British 
Columbia but to Canada at large. At pres- 
ent thore is being projected a railway to 
Hudson'a Bay, and when ho was at Ottawa 
lately he had thoopportuuityof being presont 
with the dologatos on behalf of that road at au 
important meeting. Ho Bpeko at that 
meeting on tho subject of this road 
and was very much pleased at the manner 
in whioh his remarks wore received. From 
what he heard and saw then ho wan quito 
euro that thia road will havo tho warm sym- 
pathy not only of all partB of British Col- 
umbia, but of Eastern Canada as well. It 
is necessary beforo tho oimpauy complete 
their plans that they shall havo more de- 
tailed information with reapoct to tho char- 
acter of tho country to bo travrrsod, and 
tho onginooring features and difficulties in 
tho immediate neighborhood of tho Pa- 
oifio. Tho government havo for 
yearB been expending larco sums 
for surveys, and it has been their expressed 
intontion to continue this expenditure, to lot 
tho peoplo know what we havo here. There 
is no roasou therefore why theso surveys 
should not be carried on this year whero this 
road is to pass. While the government will 
bo getting information necessary for their 
own purposes, the §10,000 or $15,000 which 
it is proposed to expend along the route cf 
thia road could not bo better ap- 
plied than in exploring thia region 
They will in consequence bo ab 9 
give with onfideuce informatio ■ 
deaired in othur quarters showing in whico 
direction railroads may pn fitabiy bo con- 
structed. If the government sees fit to ap- 
ply a portion of tho survey monoy in this 
direction he was Euro that tho houso would 
ugreo that a very proper thing haa been 
dono. Tho result will bo to give facilitioa 
for gotting into a vaat oountry that other- 
wise would be uuinhabitod and undeveloped 
for gonorutiona tocomo. Thero la no reason 
why tho development of tho province should 
be confined to one part. We aro inviting 
people to come horo to settle, and must pro- 
vide places for them. Thia railway would 
open up tho way for millions to find homea ; 
and ho considored it the policy of truo states- 
manship to open up by every means all parte 
of tho land, and to encourago oapltal to 
oomo hero for invostmont. Boliaving it 
would commend itaelf to the judgment of 
the house ho confidently moved tho aeoond 
reading of tbo bill. (Applauso.) 

Mb. Semlin said tbat ho too had not 
ohanged his mind since six years ago with 
rospeot to tho construction of this road. 
The region to bo opened up to population ho 
hold ia mainly outside tho boundaries of 
this province, snd therefore he thought tho 
responsibility ia ono for the Dominion gov- 
ernment. Aa to tho Hudson Bay railway 
which haa been mentioned aB a connection, 
tiat alao is a mattor not for ub to consider, 
but for tho Dominion or oven the Imperial 
government to entertain as thoy well may 
a view of tho magnificent possibilities of tho 
road. Ho wub surprised at tho remarks mado 
aB to the commencement of conatruction, 
which ho held haa not been commenced aa 
called for by tho spirit of tho act. Ho ro- 
grettod to find that the houso is in no hotter 
position to discuss this matter now than it 
wbb six years ugo, and ho referred to tho 
statements which he believed had been mado 
by tho Chicago capitalists who came hero 
that a guarantee of bonds to tho extent, of 
(ir or right million dollais from the prov- 
ince and V ictoria city would bo required. 
When that; request was made two years ugo 
public opinion was not in a position to en- 
tertain it, atd ho thought that public 
opinion baa not changed since, but, that tho 
further delay now asked is to enable the pro- 
jectors to^etauchaguaranteo. He feared that 
entertain this proposition would seriously 
affect tho credit cf tho province at London. 
As to tho road itaelf, itu real terminus would 
bo where it first struck tho //aters of the 
l'«.aific, and he asked what effect a railway 
with its terminus far north would have upon 
tho southern portion of tho province. For 
the same reasons us those Btated on former 
occasions ho would vote against the second 
roading of the bill. 

Cai-t IRVING thought the hon. gentleman 
who had juBt spokon takes a very narrow 
view of tho situation, and that tho con- 
struction of thin " j.d would bo a great 
benefit to tbo provi ma as a wholo. 

Mit Bitiiet— I felt) rouoh surpriso at tho 
remarks of tho hon. loader of the opposition 
in reference to this provinco of ours, especi- 
ally hia statements respecting the country 
on this sido of tho Rocky Mountains. I 
havo beon through a largo portion of that 
territory, and I havo Been enough nf it to 
lead me to believe that he noed not bo 
afraid to go to whatevor expense may bo 
necessary in order to dovolopo it. Its 
resources uro largo, and I believe that when 
their development is undertaken in a busi- 
ness-like way tho results will be such aa 
will very greatly surpriso tbo loader of tho 
opposition. For hia information I wish 
to s'ato that actual construction 
has been begun upon tbo Canada 
Western, although it may bo deemed but 
nominal. Tho construction was begun pre- 
vious to tbo dato required by tho act in 
force — August 1, 1894 Thero has been 
aome monoy spent, not very tnuoh, but un- 
der the terms ol the act wo have until 
August 1, 1895, in whioh to omnleto the 
expenditure of $200,000, so that, as fir as tho 
uct at preeent is concerned it is still in force, 
A largo amount of money has been apont in 
making a survey of tbo lino from Comox to 
Duuoai.'s Bay, and if tho matter could bo 
proceeded with without furthor aid from tho 
provinco I am euro I would agree with him 
in fobliotz that tho province should congratu- 
late itsi If upon gotting a road upon such 
tisrma as no other road has been obtainod for

THE FREE LIST. 

Ao attempt has been made to create tho 
impression that Canada has no free Hat — 
that everything imported into the country 
under the protective tariff paya duty. Noth 
Ing can be more diahonoat than this. The 
free list of this country ia in reality a large 
one and considerable additions were made 
to ib when tho tariff was last roviaed. 

Tho total imports of tho country in IS93 
amounted to $12l 705,030. Of theso $09, 
873,571 worth paid duty and $51,831,437 
were free. Quito a number of articles 
are froo under tho Canadian tariff, 
whioh under a tariff for revenue 
only would pay very heavy dutioB, 
The effect if putting sugar on tho froo list 
haB been noticed by every houBekoepor in 
the land. Tho Immediate reBult of the abo 
lition of the duty was tho lessening of the 
prioo of Bugar. The fall in the prieo waB 
very remarkablo and waB a sourco of general 
rejoioing. Wo see by the publio records 
that In 1891 the people of Canada paid duty 
on $5 005,397 worth of sugar, the next year 
only (5551 857 worth was importod, and in 
1893, tho last ynir for which there wero re- 
turns, only $46 099 worth was broughb in. 
In 1890 the people of Canada paid as duty 
on sugar of all kiuda $2,851,547. 

Tobacoo (unmanuf -otured), our ingenu- 
ous contemporary admits, is free to the 
manufacturer, aB if udmitting leaf tobacoo 
froo were not also a benefit to the consumer. 
The valuo of tho unmanufactured toLucoo 
imported in 1893 was §1.717, 495. Tim waa 
manufactured in tho country giving etnplry- 
mont to many persons in many wayp, and 
tha oonsume r of tobacoo waa, in conflf quenoo 
able to got cheap tobacco. Tho value of tho 
manufactured tobacoo imported waB $290, • 
805. It i» everywhere admitted tbat tobacco 
ia a commodity tbat Cin bo fairly taxed. In 
Groat Britain tobacco iB taxed from 70 cents 
to $1 25 a pound. Tbo Timoa saya that the 
Canadian tax on imported tobacco ia stolen 
from tho ocmumer, What ia theft in 
Canada is, wo presume, theft in 
Groat Britain. So that undor English 
free trado, whioh the Tlmea pro- 
touda to advocate, every smoker and 
ohower of tobacco is robbed. Tea, our 
contemporary baa tho gonerosity to admit, ia 
froo under tho Canadian tariff. Sooing its 
capacity for denial wo aro a llttlo surprised 
to find ib making thia admission. Under 
English freo trailo tho consumer la taxed 
eight conta for ovory pound ho coneumoB. Ib 
this alao theft ! Coffoo, too, ia freo under 
tho Canadian tariff In England, under 
Mr. Liurior's idoal tariff, it is taxod about 
$3 50 a huudredwoigbt. Ia this stolon too? 
Fish hooks, nota and seines can be importod 
into thia Dominion freo ; porhapB our olovor 
contemporary will Bay that thia is not true, 
booauso door latohea must pay duty. Halt, 
too, is ou tho free liat. \ft ouid our contem- 
porary Btriko this out, too? Tin, also, is on 
thab list. Fishermen and canners wo 
aeo havo been considered by tho framorB of 
tho tariff. Ia thia beoauae they 
are manufacturers or because they aro en- 
gaged in aa industry which ib is to tho in- 
terest of the pooplo ( f Canada to encourage ? 

It is clearly au artiolo of tho commoreial 
crcod of the Times thab any advantage ac- 
corded to tho manufacturer is a robbery of 
tho pooplo. Wo would suppoBO that an 



Eogliah free trader would have nothing to 
say against admitting the raw material of 
manufactures free. Ib might be supposed 
that he would oonaider such an advantago 
quite in aooordance with bia principles, in 
f aot the legitimate way of fostering manu- 
factures ; but tho truth seems to bo that our 
oontomporary looks to Mr. Eraser, of Nova 
Sootia, and his like for its oximplea aa well 
aa for ita arguments and its illustrations. 

AN APOLOGY DUE. 

The organ of the Opposition owes the 
Chief romiiiisaioner of Linda and WorkB a 
very full and a very humble apology. It al- 
lowed one of ita anonymous correspondents 
to attack that gentloman in a moab violent 
manner with respect to a matter with which 
Mr. Martin had bad nothing whatever to 
do. Tho Times, acoording to its wont, 
backed up ita unmannerly and unscrupulous 
scribbler, and, without a tittle of evidence 
in support of his charges, took for granted 
that thoao ohargea wero truo. The Times 
correspondent, too, in the porson of tho 
Chief Commissioner, insulted every rancher 
in tho Province. He, with an ignorant 
arrogance which makes the worst kind of 
anobj hateful, aBeumod that a man who 
livod on a ranch and who purauod bhu oocu- 
pation of fanner and oattlo-raiaor, ia not fit 
co fill a publio tffioe. The tuunts about 
ranches, in tho lotter of a Taxpayer, un- 
doubtedly meant this. Tho editor and bis 
kid-glovod correspondent should be remind- 
ed that there aro men cultivating tho Boll 
with their own handa in thia and other 
oountriea who are far and away their super- 
iors — men who aro fitted by naturo and by 
o lucation to fill the highest poata in the 
Governments, either of tho Province or the 
Dominion. It ia a peculiar kind of Liberal- 
iam tbatoan find in u mia'a occupation, und 
that occupation aa respoetablo u ono aB any 
In the land, a matter for reproach and a dis- 
qualification for office. 

PERFUNCTORY CRITICISM. 

Tho criticisms ot the Times on what it 
oalls tho " Buildings Muddle '' aro evidently 
porfunotory. It aoems to havo been under 
tho improasion that it ought, aa tho organ 
of the Opposition, to Bay something on the 
aubjbot, but it appaera perfeotly nb a loss 
whab to Bay. It, aa in duty bound, con- 
demns the Government. As there has been 
a dispute., ib ia with tho Times a foregone 
conclusion that the Government is to blame, 
But the reader will search tho artiolo in 
vain for any reason for that conclusion. It 
aagaoiously saya tbat " it ia rather odd 
to see tho leader of the Gov- 
ernment making suoh a statement 
in tho Assembly in refutation 
of the report of an investigating committee 
on whioh tho Government had a majority." 
The odduesa of thia circumstance, if it ia 
odd, does not prove thab the Government 
haB been in any respect to blame. It may 
happen that tho members of tho committee 
were misinformed and misled or thab gar- 
bled documents were put in as evidence. In 
that caae their oomlng to a wrong conclu- 
sion waa tho most natural thing in the 
world. To asHumo this is not even uncom- 
plimentary to tho Government supporters 
on the committee, and does nob in any way 
reflecb upon tho way in whioh the Govern- 
ment actod in the business. 

The Timea Bignally f tils to Bhow that the 
mistakoB that wero made and tho mieunder- 
standings that aroao wero duo to any neglect 
or want of skill and attention on tho part of 
the Government or those who were acting 
for tho Government. It could not do thia in 
the face cf tho documentB that wero read in 
tho Houao of Aaaembly on Thursday. Those 
documentB ahow clearly that the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works, the Hon. 
Mr. Vornon, was alive to the Government's 
interests and did what was necessary to 
protect and secure them, and thab 
the architect, Mr. Battenbury, knew his 
duty and did it. If anyone conneotod with 
the Government has failed in hia duty in 
thia Public Buildings business tha Times 
doea not even attempt to point ib out. 
Nothing ia easier than to do as our contem 
porary does, which is to Bay : "Tho muddle 
iB there, and who is responsible if not the 
Government, tho party with supremo power 
over the matter ?" It is not hard to imugino 
circumstances which might havo brought. ou 
tho " muddle " without the Government o r 
any ono conneotod with it being 
the leuat to blame. Tho Government 
in such mattora is very far indeed from bo- 
ing " aupromo." It haa no power over the 
minds and conaoiencea of thoso engagod in 
tho work. It cannot givo men who havo 
boen born stupid ability. It cannot make 
careless men oareful. It cannot transform 
unskilful men Into Bkllful artisans. Io can 
not givo those engaged in ita works fore- 
thought and prudonco. It it could do all 
this it would be responsible for ovory mls- 
tako made In ita servioo, and every muddle 
that contraotors and others fall into. But 
thoro are oiroumstauces ovor which 
oven governments havo no control. 
That being tho aaso ib is utter 
foolishness to say: " Tho muddlo 
Ib thoro and who is responsible if not tho 
Government, the party with tho aupromo 
power ovor tho mattoi?" 

Wo aro glad to bo ablo to agree with tho 
Timoa in what it saya of tho inexpediency 
und tho unwisdom of kooping tho proceed- 
ings of all parliamentary comtnittoes aocrot. 
Tho proceedings of the committees of tho 
Eodoral Parliament aro public. Any ono 
whochoooosinay attond thealttinga of tho Pub- 
lio Aocouuta Committoo, tho Railway Com- 
mittee, the Privato Billa Committoo, eto. 
Tho houra at whlohand thoroomsinwhioh tho 
difforont committees meet are poated In tho 
lobby of tho Iioubo for tho information not 
only of tho members but of tho public 
Tho business dono by theBO commi' tees ia 
quire as important ub that done by tho com- 
mittees of the Provincial Logialativo As- 
sembly and ono would suppose that soorccy 
is quite aa urgently rcquirod in Ottawa ub 
in Victoria. 



ward McAllister. 

The oareor of Ward MoAIIister shows 
thab a man oan attain a kind of celebrity 
without po8ae8alng unusual ability, and 
without doing anything thab ia really useful 
to tho world. McAllister became a power 
in Sooioty in Now York. Ho waa allowed 
by oommon consent tho pneition of dictator 
In the highest aociul circlca of that great 
city. He wai not, it appoarn, a Beau 
Brummel, who wub a power in his day and 
generation. Ho was not tho glass of fashion. 
He did nob diotate tho out of a 
coat or adjudicate upon tno f jld cf a oravat. 
Ib does not uppoar that ho paid muoh atten- 
tion to olothca. It was his to decide 
who was who, and to declare what was good 
form : ad what wub bad form in Now York 
aocioty. In many things hia word Booma to 
have been law. He was by all accounts a 
very gontlo despot. Ho mado a social re- 
putation by a smilo, and he crushed social 
ambition in a way bo mild that it could nob 
bo called a rebuff. Ho iocms withM to have 
boon a sensible, unassuming gentleman, and 
though ho mado what mosb men aro apt to 
regard as trillsB hia occupation, ho waa not 
by any moans frivolous in either Bpeeoh or 
manner. 

Ib ia difficult to understand how Ward 
MoAllialor attained and kept tho position ho 
occupied. Ho exeroiBed very great iLfluonco 
and ho maintained it to tho day of his 
doath. Ho was, too, eateemed and ro- 
Bpootod by thoso who know him. We see 
that tho uowspapors of Now York boar 
toBtimony to his worth and to tho effective 
way in which ho porformod hia self-imposed 
duties. Somo one, no doubt, will before 
vory long givo to tho world Mr. McAllister's 
biography, und thon, perhaps, tho preciso 
nature of hia functions will bo defined and 
tho secret of the power ho wielded bo made 
manifest. At present it is vory difficult to 
understand In what that power consisted 
and how be gained the celebrity ho enjoyed.

At the meeting of tho Jubilee hospital 
board last ovoning; there wero present Mr. 
Joshua Davlea in tho chair, and Messrs. 
A. Wilson, J. Stuart Yates, G. H. Brown, 
Charles Hayward, W. M. Chudloy, W. H. 
Ellis, I. Braverman and H. Dallas Holmokon. 

The residont medical officer, Dr. W. A. 
Richardson, aonb in tho following rcporb : 

" I bog to mako the following report for 
tho month of January, 1895. Tho coat of 
maintenance per patient during tho month 
haB been about SI. 10 per day. I would draw 
your attention to tho faob that pa- 
tients aro being sonb to this hospital 
from tho Old Men's Homo. In one 
case, that of Thomas VVebbj there wa 
order for admittance but ua tho pa 
arrived in tho evening in a very woak condi- 
tion I was forced to admit him on the 
promise that an ordor would be procured 
next day. This promise was nover kept. 
The patient has since returned to the Home. 
I do nob think it is propor for thia hospital 
to bo burdened with tho ciro of those de- 
crepit men, whonover they have any ail- 
ment. Almoat all of them Buffer from some 
incurable dineiwe, und aro liable to remain 
horo indefinitely after reooveriug from what 
in other subjects would bo only alight ill- 
ness.. On February 13 another old man 
named Georgo Goodman was brought and 
having u card of admission I took him in. 
ThiB in the second time he has been brought 
from the Homo. He is now suffering fiom 
pneumonia and pleurisy and it ia not likely 
ho will recover. The city authorities have 
refusod to admit to tho Homo some old, de- 
crepit men aftor being discharged from tho 
hospital, who only r< quired a comfortable 
homo and proper food to prevonr, thorn from 
relapsing into their former condition, mak- 
ing it necessary to admit them hero again as 
patients, only to patch up thoir diaeueo bo 
that they can bo discharged from tho hospi- 
tal. The regulations of tho hospital atuto 
that incurable oases should not bo admitted 
or any patients kept in tho hospital if thoir 
diBeaso should prove to bo incurable. It is 
theroforo impossible to carry out thiB regn 
lution when these cases are grantod admis- 
sion cards." 

Ditcussion ensued on tho report as to tho 
oity'i action in seuding the old mon to tho 
hospital. 

Tho Chair remarked that aa far sb Dr. 
Richardson was concerned ho had only aoted 
in ahumane manner in admitting thoold men. 

Mr. Hayward held, too, that a certain 
amount of discretion should bo exercised by 
tho doctor. He movod that Dr. Richard- 
son's action be approved. Mr. Wilson 
thought tho city health officer should bo 
reminded that tho rules about giving proper 
admission tiokota murt bo carried out in 
every oase. 

Mr. YateB wanted tho attention of the 
oity directod to tho additional exponso to 
tho hospital of receiving the old men. 

After further dobato it waa agreed that 
tho publishing of tho report would havo tho 
desired effect without directly Bonding a no- 
tico to the city. With this understanding 
Mr Hoy ward's motion was oarriod, 

Mr. Helmcken reported that aa a result of 
his and Mr. Crimp's interview with tho city, 
the amendment to the municipal act giving 
the city power to raise ono mill on tho dol- 
lar for board of health purposes, had been 
introduced in tho legislative assombly. 

The matron's report drew attention to tho 
loas suatained by the washing from the hos 
pltol being destroyed by fire in a Chinese 
laundry. The loss fell principally on mem- 
bers of the hospital staff. Donations wore 
acknowledged of two years' numbers of 
Scribner's. Blaokwood's and tho Century 
from the Union Club by Mr Hayward ; one 
dozen china cups and saucers, one dozen 
cream jugs, 28 butter plates and two dozen 
saucers, Mra. D, W. Higgina ; and reading 
matter from R M.A. games club. 

Tho Troasuror reported that the Queen 
Insurance Company hud allowed $221 35 for 
tho hospital washing destroyed by tire. 

Ai this did not includo tho loss of tho 
staffs clothes, Mr. Brown wanted to havo 
them reimbursed with part of the insurance 
money. It was only fair thab aomo com- 
pensation should be given for olothoa which 
the nursea could ill afford to loeo. 

Mr. Hayward, while deploring tho Iosb 
sustained by tho staff, did not think that 
tho hospital had o right to pay for tho Iobb, 
whilo there wero eo many creditors of the 
hospital waiting for tho payment of thoir 
bills. 

Mr. YateB took tho Bumo viow aB Mr. 
Brown. Tho nurses had been of tho opin- 
ion that their wishing was included in tho 
insured property. 

The Treasurer wua authorized to receive 
tho $221 tendered by tho insurance com- 
pany 

Mr. Brown's motion that part of tho aum 
bo apportioned to tho stuff for thoir loaa wua 
lost.

The visiting committee reported the hos- 
pital in good condi'ion. A limited amount

upon this oontinont. That, howover, wo 
bardly expect to do, but when wo como bo- 
fore tho country with aomo definite propo- 
sition I think it will bo quito timo enough 
to discuss thut part of tho businoon. Aa I 
wish to bo wholly oxuot about tno mat- 
tor I have takon aomo care 80 that 
what I Bay cannot bo mleundoratood. 

I havo pleasure in making a statomont in 
regard to tho bill now brforo tho houeo for 
tho extension of tho Canada Western Rail- 
way Co.'b charter, and in doing ao I think I 
may tako a littlo credit for having aoooni- 

Eliahed something, inuamuoh as tho oompany 
ava euoooeded in arousing publio feeling in 
favor of tho onterpriae, if they havo not sue- 
coodod bo far in building tho railway in terms 
of tho oharter. When this charter was ob- 
tained, during the soaBion of 1889, thoro woro 
few, either on tho floor of thia houao or in 
tho province, who regarded it a8 entitled to 
or worthy of soriouB consideration, and such 
I think has boon tho feeling upon each occa- 
sion whon tho matter has been beforo tho 
house for an extension of time. It 
has only baen within tho past two years 
that a change haa takon place in the publio 
mind, and it is gratifying to me at louse to 
find that so largo a proportion of tho publio 
havo become oonvinced of tho necessity for 
tho oonBtruction of this railway in the inter- 
est of tho country, and ol its advantages us 
a pro-requiaito to tho settlement and dovol- 
oprnenr of an important part of tho proviuco 
in tho first inatauce, and of i t b possibilities 
also as forming part ol anothor trana conti- 
nental route from tho West to tho Extern 
portion of tho Dominion. It does not seem 
neooBaary at tho preaent timo that I should 
deal with thia qooation from any other point 
of view than that of a Provincial under 
taking and as a development road 
traversing tho oontrul portion of 
the province where, if reportB which 
havo boen publiahed, official and otherwise, 
aro to bo credited, there is a largo territory 
rioh in reeourceB of various kinds, and cap 
able of dovolopmont to u lurger extent than 
that of any other section of this province, 
awaiting only the facilities of access and tho 
necessary population to develop it. Besides 
its great natural resources, tho routo has 
tho great additional advantages of climate 
and grade, which probably no other railway 
having its termination on this coast pos- 
sesses. Holding us I do u firm and unflinch- 
ing belief in tho future of this province, 
and bolieving also in tho resources which it 
will make available, and tho advan- 
tages of tho road itself, and strength- 
ened and supported as I now 
beliuvo tho enterprise to bo by 
public opinion, I naturally feel more hopeful 
and confident of auocees, and am oonvinced 
that the road, even if it should not bo built 
undor tho Immediate dirootiou of tho present 
company, will in time, if not immediately, 
bo undertaken by Bomo other company, or 
through aomo other means, as a necessary 
undertaking for tho advancemont and settle- 
ment of this province. 

Negotiations having in view tho Becuring 
of tho necessary capital for the enterprise 
have now been going on, as you aro all 
awaro, for Beveral yeara past, und in the 
face of many difficulties the ontorpriso haa 
boen kept btf uro the public, and is still bo- 
fore some of tho most prominent and in- 
fluential financial institutions of tho world. 
On more than one ocaaaion wo 
have been almost assured that the 
necessary capital wherewith to construct 
the road had been aeoured. Tho conditioua 
upon which thia oapltal was to havo been 
obtained were never sufficiently settled or 
definite to justify me in making a statement 
publ o in connection with the matter, nor at 
tho present time do I know exactly tho 
termB upon which the money can bo secured, 
honco I do not think it is oxpediont or advis- 
able to make any explanation as to tho torma 
of tho pending negotiations until finally 
arranged in dotail, and full particulars can 
be given, but this house and the country 
may feel perfectly aecuro, beoauBo no terms 
or oonditions beyond thosoalroady authoriz 
od by the charter can be impoaed on tho 
country without the consent of the govern- 
ment and this house, and beyond the state- 
ment made during my elootlon, that I 
would not care to take the responai- 
bility of declining any proposition for 
further aid, if backed by tho necessary cap- 
ital, wi hout first ascertaining the wishes of 
the government and the legislature, I do 
not caro to commit myeolf. In this connec- 
tion I deBiro to correct a misapprehension 
which has gono abroad to tho tffeot that tho 
negotiations which have been in progress for 
Borne timo past havo fallen through or have 
boen wholly discontinued. Such is very far 
from being tho cuao, and I havo every reason 
to bolieve that they will eventually result 
in a practical proposition, which will at 
once bo brought to tho uttontion of tho gov- 
ernment. A temporary break has howover 
occurred in theBO negotiations, occasioned 
by a requisition on tho part of cortain c*p- 
italistB, for a cIubb of information, which as 
matters stand at preaent we were unablo tc 
supply. 

Tho explorative survey, which tho Hon. 
Attorney-General has atuted itia tho inten- 
tion of the government to make, will enable 
us to furnith this information, and aid ua 
also in answering certain quistiona regard- 
ing the amount of capital ri quired for tho 
construction und equipment of tho road up 
oh a different basis to that called for in tho 
survey which was made by tho Dominion 
government. Thia survey contemplated tho 
construction of a ruilway equal to tho stan- 
dard of tho Intercolonial railway, which 
meant solid masonry for all culvorts and 
bridgo buttresses, and steel or iron bridges. 
As no doubt all of tho hon. gontlomcn aro 
aware, tho staudard of tho Intercolonial 
was not adhered to in tho construction of 
any of tho transcontinental linea on this con- 
tinent, and when tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way was built, in terms of tho agreement of 
lilat Octobor. 1S80, between the Dominion 
government and tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Co., the standard was made that of 
tho Union Pacific railway of tho United 
States, whloh moana wonden troatlco unci 
wooden bridges, and is much oheapor. In 
the opinion of engineers tho moro solid con- 
struction, in order to make a pormanent 
roadbed, can bo more cheaply and conven- 
iently done after tho railway haa boon con- 
structed. It is ulao necessary to obtain in- 
formation aa to tho pasaoB through tho Cari- 
boo and Coast ranges. Undor the uirvoy 
referred to, Bute Inlot was contemplated as 
the course of tho lino, but it haa since beon 
suggested by thoso who aro familiar with 
tho country that in ul! probability a more 
favorable approach could be obtained by 
way of Frederick Arm, or Bomo othor point 
on tho mainland opposite tho northern por- 
tion of Vancouver Island. If this should 
prove to bo practicable it would probably bo 
oheapor und would shorton tho ferry from 75 
miles to not moro thun 15 miles. A ferry of 
15 miles would not bo thought any serious 
objoction to tho road. Tho puBa known as 
tho Goat River pass, through tho Cariboo 
range, has also boon discovered since 
tho Dominion aurvey was made, 
and this it Is doairublo should bo 
lookod into and its practicability deter- 
mined Thoso points I havo ovory roason 
to boliove oan bo settled by tho survey con- 
omplatod, and whllo this survoy will bo of 
great aorvioo to tho government in affording 
information regarding tho naturo of tho 



country lying immediately along tho lino of tho period 
tho proposed railway, it will uIbo bo of ma- 
torial bouefit to tho company in enabling 
them to verify or corroot, as tho case may 
bo, their estimate of tho cost of tho road, 
which, owing to tho changed condition of 
thirga within the provinco and the cost of 
material boing cheaper, they have beon in- 
duced to put at much leas than that given 
in Mr. Sandford Fleming's report. 

I feel that I must touoh, howovor slight- 
ly, upon tho features of this proposition 
bearing upon tho development of tho neigh- 
boring territory of the Northwest, and the 
possibilities whioh would be ronderod practi- 
cable for that country if a connootiDg road 
with tho lino of the Canada Western Rail 
way Company were undertaken. The Yel 
lowhoad Pass, through wbloh it ia proposed 
to take tho Canada Weatern, is pronounaed 
to be tho most advantageous yet discovered 
in tho Rooky Mountains for a railroad, und 
tho oountry to tho eastward through whioh 
tho connooting road would pass is reportod 
to be tho most produotivo and desirable port ion 
of tho Northwoat. It would appear thut with 
Buoh a oonueotion tho produots of that young 
bub rapidly growing oountry might be con 
veyed to European marketB by way of the 
Pacific, instead of as now by tho Atlantic 
ocean, tho advantage of distance in rail 
oarriage being vory largo. Although 
tho carriage by aea would of courBe 
be inoroased, yofc tho carriage by 
aea being ao much ohouper, tho cost would 
atill show a matorial saving. Tako for in- 
atanco tho rate cf freight from points west 
of Winnipeg aa tho basia, und tho distance 
by rail to tno seaports on tho Atlantic at 
from 1,500 to 2.0UO mileB, and considering 
too that most of tho grain from that Bootiou 
has to remain In elevatorB during tho 
winter, at oxpenso to the holders-, waiting 
tho opening of navigation In tho spring, and 
talcing the ruto of freight west per milo at 
tho same as that oast, for u distance of from 
1,000 to 1,250 miles from thia coast, the ruil- 
way carriage would bo largely reduced. Tlio 
difference in ocean freights from Quebec or 
Montreal may ho taken at 15 shillings, as 
compared with 25 shillings from Pacific Coast 
ports, or ouly u difference of 10 shillings per 
ton, so that the probablo difference in favor 
oi tho Pacific CoaBt would bo from $2 to $-1 
por ton, and as an additional advantage the 
porta on the Pacitio are open all tho year 
round, rendering tho necosBity and exponto 
for holding until navigation opened in tho 
spriDg of each year unnecessary. There is 
also tho possibility, if nob tho probability us 
far as yet known, of the Tludeon's May rail 
way beint! built, and tho timo between tho 
ooaat of British Columbia und Eoglund ho 
ing thereby largely reduced. Tho distance 
now is 2 S50 miles by rail und 2,650 by 
water, from Victoria to Liverpool by way 
of Quebec, while by the Hudson's B»y 
routo the distances are only about 1.800 
miloa by rail and .'1 000 miles by water, a 
suviug of 1,000 miles rail travel, while the 
sea travel is only increased by 300 odd 
mileB. The question as to the navigation of 
tho Hudson's liiy by ateamer uppears to bo 
deserving of investigation in order to 
dotermino its practicability, ub by 
many it is believed to bo open nearly 
as long aa tho St. Lawrcnco at Montreal. 

These fuotB, although not portinent, it may 
bo claimed, to tho question before the house, 
are nevertheless ot suoh a naturo aa to In 
dues mo to direct tho attention cf the houso 
to thorn, and I feel sure that every member 
will ugroe that while wo aro called upon 
moro particularly to givo our attontiou to 
tho development cf our own province, yet it 
is necessary at times, and always desirable, 
to keep before ua tho co-opsration of our 
siator provinces when any publio onterpriae 
of this kind is likely to bo mutually advan- 
tageous, and perhaps morely culling atten- 
tion to it now may bo tho means of causing 
it to bo taken up by thoso more direotly und 
perhaps moro largely interested than our- 
solves. 

In my judgmont tho timo has arrived 
when the settlement of this province should 
bo undertaken upon a moro comprehensive 
scale than hai over yot beon attempted, and 
I know of no hotter way in which this can 
bo dono than by tho building of a road 
through the portion of British Columbia to 
bo traversed by the proposed lino of tho 
Canada Westorn railway, taking in as it 
does the northern end of Vancouver Island, 
which is rich in timber and coal, and well 
suited for agriculture ; thon crossing to the 
mainland and passing through tho very 
heart of tho mainland, rich uIbo in agri- 
cultural rosouroeB and minerala of various 
Uinda ; and affording tho opportunity cf 
roaohing by futuro connooting lines tho ex- 
tensivo and rich agricultural torritory known 
as Peace River, tho gold region at tho head 
of the Skeona Rivor and Ominoca 
districts and beyond ; then passing 
through tho ulready famous portion 
of British Columbia, Cariboo — where 
fortunes wero made in a season, and where 
gild to tho value of $05,000,000 has already 
boen extracted, and in whioh aection ib is 
also claimed that for alluvial diggings and 
for quartz mines not moro than u small be- 
ginning has been made. With theeo great 
inducements, it seems reasonable to con- 
clude that whenever this railway may ho 
built it will, before its construction bIiuII 
have reaohed Cariboo, bo tho moans of 
doubling ut least tho present population of 
the provinco. The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way may havo accomplished its purpoao in 
furnishing this Dominion with u transconti- 
nental road through Canadian territory, but 
ib entirely fails as a development road, so 
far aa British Columbia is concerned. Pubs- 
iug through ub it dooB tho southern part of 
tho provinco, and through u very mount- 
ainous and rugged portion of it ton, the ter- 
ritory to tho south of it which ia tribu- 
tary in limited in extent, though rich in 
mincrulB and agriculture, while at least 
ninety per cent, of the territory within the 
provinco lies to tho north of that line, and 
owing to tho conformation of tho country 
cannot, within ocooomio principles, bo 
reached by it. It ib for tho purpose of 
roaching this northorn Bection of tho prov- 
inco that tho lino of tho Canada Western 
has boon found noceaaary, and until it hua 
been constructed us a trunk line (by whom 
ia a matter of littlo consequence) I fe 



sure that tho provinco cannot bo mado what 
naturo intondod it should bo — tho richest 
and moat prosperous provinco of this Do- 
minion — or tako her proper position as a 
provinco in the Dominion; or us tho gateway 
of tho Dominion to tho Empiro ; or ao t lie 
ropresontativo of tho Empiro and tho Do- 
minion upon tho Pucific Couat. (Applause.) 

I hope tho bill will receive tho hearty 
support of tho housu, Although two pre- 
vious extensions of tho charter have boen 
granted tho tirtio which haa already been 
given the company has not been excessive, 
when tho magnitude of tho undertaking and 
tho circumstances surrounding similur enter- 
prises und tho financial world during tho 
same poriod aro taken into account. Much 
progress bus boon mado dcopito all obatacleu, 
and tho country up to tho present has been 
put to no expense whatever. I havo always 
regarded the provious short extonaionB as 
Insufficient, bub tho company had to bo 
satisfied with what thoy oould gob. In my 
oxperionoo in dealing with this oharter I 
find it Is diflioulb to " drivo " thoBo who 
havo tho control of money. Tho unusual 
and unexpootod oarly Bossion of this houao 
compelled mo to try to do this, but I 
found it to be a mistaken courBe und 
had to abandon lb. I think during 



covered by the extensiun 
now before the houso that there la 
every probability of accomplishing aomo- 
thing, und I feul sure ib ia tho dosire and 
ambition of every honorable gentleman in 
thia houao to do what ho u-,n to further tho 
settlement und development of tho provinco. 
I feel equally sure, as I have already stated, 
thut. in no way cuu this bo bettor accom- 
plished than by the couatruction of this lino 
of railway. In thia ugo railways are the 
necessity of all countries, but especially ao 
of a now Ouuutrj suoh aa thin. The expense 
contemplated is comparatively small, and I 
am sure on this account no serious objoction 
will bo raiBod. Tho timo given to tho en- 
terprise by tho promoters haB boon con- 
siderable, and so has tho expense. Their 
groat object ia to accomplish what thoy can 
towards tho dovolopmont und aottlement of 
tho provinco in which thoy aro bo deeply in- 
torebtod, and with tho progress of whloh 
they aro all so cloudy asaeciatod and identi 
fisd. Whatever further i fforta they may bo 
called upon to make will be readily mado in 
whatever direction required, so long as the 
fulfilment if tho purpose of tho charter can 
bo accomplished. I havo pleasure in sup 
porting tho bill, and truBb that all honor- 
able members will do tho saino. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mb. Sword would like to hoar from tho 
Financo Minister In rogard to tho proposal 
to oxtend tho charter for this railway." Ho 
admitted that tho hon. leader of tho govern- 
ment wua justified iu bringing in this hill us 
a publia measure on accouut cf the timo for 
privato bills having elapsed, but he would 
like somo explanations a8 to tho remarks of 
that hon gentleman that a part of tho 
money voted for Burvoys ia to bo spout prac- 
tically in making un exploratory survoy for 
this road. Ho did not think that that wua 
tho explanation given when the estimates 
wero under discussson, by tho Finance Min- 
ister, who said thubiirvoys wero for tho pur- 
poao of getting a revenue from pro-emptione. 
He wua surprised at the propoaition that tho 
provinco must even make tho exploratory 
survey for thia road, iuatead of tho company 
obtaining thia information for thomaelvea. 
He feared the elleot tho government's atti- 
tude towurd this project will huvo upon tho 
standing of the proviuco in tho London 
money market, and Baid that thoro aro 
rumora about that in the cor- 
respondence with reaped to the NukuBp jc 
Slocan bonds, which the government de- 
clined to make public, there ia a warning ua 
to tho effect which the Canada Weatern pro- 
poaition may have upon tho markot. He 
hoped that whatovor request may bo mado 
to tho government, they will not think of 
entertaining any proposition involving moro 
than a land grant, morely to find capital for 
somo gontleinen who wish to build u railway. 

Hon Mr Tr/RNKK was glad to hoar tho 
hon. member who had just apokon exprena 
himself aa solicitious about maintaining tho 
credit of thia province on the British mar- 
ket, because it wua not ao long sinco thoy 
wero decrying that credit iu the hope that 
thoy could put tho government in a bad fix 
and prevent thoir borrowing monoy. Ab to 
the hints of what ia contained in tho corres- 
pondence mentioned, ho (Mr. Turner) know 
of no official correspondence of thu"; naturo. 
Ho know that it wao reportod to have been 
Baid in London that the government thought 
of giving a guarantee involving an expendi- 
turoof $240,000 ayear inintorest on tho bonds 
of this railway, and thia boing put beforo 
him ho replied privately that no Buch 
guarantoo hud been promised, or even auk- 
ed. That iB the absoluto fact, that no Buch 
proposition waa over mado to tho govern- 
ment. Ho reminded tho houso that a mat- 
ter auoh ub thia railway project takes a great 
doal of timo to arruDge j that tho expendi- 
ture of twonty million dollars at least can- 
not ho hastily entered opon. For his own 
part ho was surprised that so muoh has 
been done as tho promoters of the railway 
havo accomplished. Ho remombored thab 
when thia first came beforo tho houso mony 
hon. gentlemen ridiculed the very idea of a 
railway across this northern or rathor 
central part of British Columbia. Their 
idea was that tho country was Bimply a sea 
of mountains, ice bound, as tho firat map of 
the Northern Pacific dnsenbod tho wholo 
provinco of British Columbia. Ho thought 
that a koowlodgo of tbo probablo success of 
this enterprise would havo an effect tho 
vory rovorse of injuring tho orodit of tho 
province ; that a railway ucroBB tho belt 
of gold country through which this would 
travel would bo of tho greatest udvantago to 
tho provinco. Ho pointed out that thia iB 
not merely a mining region, but u territory 
capable of agricultural dovolopmont. He 
bslieved thut the hou. Benior member for 
Victoria has said that tho company may ro- 
quire further assistance ; should that prove 
tho caso tho request would of courso havo to 
come beforo the houeo for consideration, and 
nood not bo discussed now. Ho showed how 
a railwuy is a necessity to opou up the lands 
to settlement und thereby to enable tho gov- 
ernment to get a rovenuo from tho lands in 
tho shapo of taxation, which they would 
commence to receive as soon an ever tho line 
ia built. A lurgo number of persons must 
of necessit y become aettlera beforo tho lino 
is built, and itB construction must result iu 
good timoB to the cities of tho southern por- 
tion juBt as that of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway did, by putting in circulation in 
tho cities tho largo amount of money 
paid out in wages. He thought there 
is very littlo doubt but thut tho Dominion 
government will givo a fair mousuro of as- 
siitanoo to tho lino, and bo thought thoy 
ought to givo even moro thun tho usual 
grunt, on account of tho extra importance of 
tho lino. As to the remarks of Mr. Sword 
with respect to tho survey money being ap- 
plied for un exploratory survey for this line, 
he did not, think that ho (Mr. Turner) Baid 
anything about tho survey vote being put in 
to enable him to collect from pro-emptors ; 
in fact ho could not havo, as pro-omptors 
pay for thoir own survoya. For years thoro 
hua been a gonerul request thut something 
should bo dono— altogether irrespootivo of 
ruilwuys — to push surveys from the coast to 
determine whether or not thoro aro avail- 
able tracts to tho Chilcotin and Chuco val- 
leys. If wo havo rouda wo can put iu set- 
tlers and got out thoir products ; und irre- 
spective altogether of tho railway it is no- 
oessary to get information in rogard to that. 
It is not, however, intended to put 
all the survoy monoy Into this ; und 
if what ia expended does huppon to 
help the railway it will bo of doable 
benefit to tho province. As ho said at tho 
outset ho bolioved thab anothor railwuy 
through British Columbia will vastly im- 
prove our financial position; that it will bo 
recognized as adding to tho wollfure of the 
provinco. Ho bolioved that this road would 
bo a benefit ovon to tho Canadian Pacific 
ruilway, by increasing tho volume of general 
travel and encouraging tho construction of 
crosH roads. 

Mil. Williams while declaring himself aa 
in favor of tho construction of railways 
characterized tho prosont proposition us 
neither judicious nor business lilto. Ho 
thought this an impraotieablo ochemo whioh 
oan novor bo carried out, and thab it is timo 
that bbo govornmonb should cease coquotting 
with tho electors upon this subject. Ho 
olaimod that thoso govornmonb BupporterB 
who wiahod to gob oloctod on tho Ialand 
favorod tho road, whllo those who wished 
olootlon on tho Mainland opposed ib. Tho 
Chief Commisolonor of Landa and WorkB 
had to pooh-pooh lb — 



Hon. Mr, Martin— I did nothing of tho 
kind. 

Mb. Williams contended that the hon. 
gontlomun must havo or ho would nob have 
been oleotod. Ho did not blumo tho people 
of Victoria for wishing to securo tho ter- 
minus of thia road, and ua to tho aonioj mem- 
bor for that city ho ia working of courao to 
gob money, and not for tho lovo of country. 
Ho ia not different to anybody eleo. Hav- 
ing roviowod tho oircumatancos connootod 
with tho former legislation on thia subject, 
and tho sevoral oxtonsiona of time, ho 
thought tho government have used tho com- 
pany vory lenlonlly, and thab the houso 
should nob further oxtend tho timo, but 
whon tho company aro ready to do some- 
thing tho houso might consider whether or 
notic should granb a new oharter. Ho de- 
scribed ib as an imposition on tho pooplo 
of Viotoria to load them to hope that 
tho road will over bo built down to 
thia oity. There would not bo local traflio 
onough in the next hundred yeara to make 
it pay, and the through traffic would be 
doatined to tho Orient, and it would bo idle 
to bring it aaroBa from Buto Inlot down to 
the city of Viotoria and buck again to Buto 
Inlet. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Do you havo to go to 
Bute Inlet to get to Australia ? (Laughter. ) 

Mr Williams Baid tho hon. gentleman 
must know very well that thut waa tho oase. 
(Great laughter. ) Well, ho had nob walked 
over tho road and not know exaotly tho 
goography (Ronowcd laughter.) Ab any 
rato ho was Buro that the schemo is impraoti- 
eablo and will nover bo carried out ; and he 
took tho failuro to raiso tho money during 
tho last six years as un evidence in support 
cf this contention. 

Hon. Col. Bakkr thought that tho time 
is not far distanb when the government will 
have to consider some definito railway 
policy to adopt in all oasos in thia provinco. 
Ho pointed out that what are most needed 
hero aro markets for our resources, and that 
linea to tho seaboard aro required to put 
thoso reoourcoa in touch with the marketB of 
the world. Tho ovents now going ou in 
China indlcato rapid development by rail- 
ways within tho next decade, which will 
open to us a market of 30p, 000,000 pooplo. 

Mb. Cotton— What will thoy want from 



Hon. Col. Baker waa astonished that 
tho hon. member could nob Bee that bosidoB 
tho timber, tho lead und othor natural 
reeouroes of this couutry whioh would bo in 
immediate demand in China, tho oponing 
up of tho country and its civilization will 
create wants which do not now exist. He 
recognlzod in this Canudu WeBtern lino u 
mosb irnporbunb moans of communication 
und development, und ho would heartily 
support the second rouding of this bill. 

Mr Cotton opposed tho second reading, 
uctiug aa ho clatmod entirely in accord with 
what thia government and tho government 
that procoded it have said aro the legitimate 
linea of this Canada Wos'.ern railway. Ho 
thought tho stuBoment made this aftornoon 
oontrudicts tho former declaration of this 
government that thoy would on no account 
give uny financial aid to this railway — that 
beyond tho land grunt they would not think 
of going, though they would givo them a 
vory liberal land grant. That wua Btated 
by Hon. Mr. Robson und othera in this 
houae. Ho would go furthor to Bhow tho 
manifest inconsistency of tho government on 
this question. 

Hon. Mr. Davik— Thoro haa boon no in- 
consistency. 

Mb. Cotton auid ho could ahow this by 
tho records. 

Hon. Mb. Davie— Whore aro your ro- 
cords 1 Why don't you bring them ? 

Mr. Cotton continued that during tho 
oleotion tho Premier eaid ho would not en- 
tertain anything but a business proposition; 
but he contended that since tho promotere 
havo not thought onough of tho enterprise 
to make a few preliminary surveys it can- 
uob bo described as a good bueineaa propoai- 
tion. He thought that onough has beon 
heard this aftornoon to convince every im- 
partial man that he should voto against tho 
Bocond reading. Tho government contem- 
plate direct financial aid at once in the mat- 
ter of these oxploratory surveys, and though 
the guarantee mentioned may nob come at 
once it will como later. He thought of a 
speech of tho hon. Premier two years ago, 
in which ho promised a railway policy whioh 
would aatoniah tho houeo by itB depth and 
breadth, yot all that haa resulted has boen 
the Nakusp & Slocun railway. Ho compli- 
mented thosenior member for Vlotoriaon the 
clear statement he mado this afternoon, but 
ho thought something moro noceBBary beforo 
tho houso can endorse tho bill. Ho thought 
tho buainoBB would Boriously ondungor tho 
credit of tbo country. A loan of two million 
dollars Ib now about to bo floated, not for 
publio works, but to pay back debts, and 
notwithstanding that wo havo un Agent- 
Cenorul thoro of great dignity, and that the 
Finance MiuiBtor ib to go over himself, be 
thought that tho indications in thia bill that 
tho proviuco ia to oomo under boiiio financial 
obligation to this road will have a moat pre- 
judicial effect. Ho declared it simply ridicu- 
lous to suppoao thut u population of 65,000 
can build u road coating twenty million dol- 
lars or upwards. He thought tho govern- 
ment might hotter givo attention to the 
settlers already in than talk about bringing 
in more. What had tho government done 
already fcr the province, ho asked. " They 
havo robbed tho dead, plundered the living, 
and taken overything which posterity should 
havo after us." 

Hon. Mr Turner — And buried tho Op- 
position ! (Laughter.) 

Mb. Cotton said if tho population is to 
bo doubled through this road, it will be 
with Chinese, for a letter was read in this 
houeo from tho solicitor of ono of tho rival 
companies uaking permission to bring in 
Chinamen for ita construction. He hoped 
it would be made a condition that any laud 
givor to thia company shall bo opon to pre- 
emption on the same terms ua those of tho 
province, und that they will not bo exempt- 
ed from tuxation for any conaiderablo 
period. If it is proposed, ua ho thought haa 
been clearly indicated thia aftornoon, that 
Lho government are to give financial ua- 
aiotuuee to thia eoheino, that le a reason in 
addition to tho others Btatod, why tho 
houeo should voto uguinat the second read- 
ing. 

Hon. Mil. Poolkv Baid ib would bo quito 
timo onough to discuss uny Buch proposition 
whon it is made. This bill simply provides 
for an extension of time, and ua to tho 
rambling statements of tho hon. 
gentleman who haa juab eab down, 
thoy aro tho weakest attempt ut 
argument hoard in the houso thin session.' 
Ho thought that tho bill us it stands should 
commend itself in justlco to tho momburs of 
tho houso. The gentlemen intorcstod In tho 
roud huvo spent a groat doal of timo and 
energy and money in attempting to brine, 
tho schemo to maturity und it would not ho 
right whon it ia ao noar success to rofuBo bhom 
a yoar'a extension ob uskod.

Tliero i.s no Reason of the year when 
we can see the sharp contrast of sum- 
mer dress material and the winter 
weather garinonts that January affords. 
This is becanso tho summor drosses aro 
all inado during Lout, and to bo made 
then renders it nocossary that thoy 
should bo purchasod now. It is right 
enough, but it does look queer to seo 
ladies clad in furs and heavy wraps buy- 
ing tho pretty, thin stuffs for sweltering 
summer days. Last week wo saw the 
frail and diaphanous organdies and silk 
grenadines. This week wo aro troated 
to a long list of exquisite silk ging- 
hams. They are called silk not because 
thoy have any si Ikon thread in them, 
but becauso they aro made of tho soft 
and glossy sea island cotton, woven in 
such lino and flexible mesh that thoy 
really appear to be of silk. 

Of all tho material made of cotton 
thcro is none that gives such thorough 
satisfaction as these delicate Scotch 
ginghams. They always look like new, 
no matter how often they are washed. 
Those now shown are in hairline stripes 
— lilac and whito, bine and white, gray, 
tan or pink, also green, all with whito 
lines. These aro trimmed with white 
lace or bauds of insertion, and Iuoticed 
sumo insertion hands with a course 
thread wovi n in the lace of tho same 
color as that in the gown. As .vet these 
dress patterns come only in boxes, with 
enough for one dress in each, and the 
proper amount of trimming is in oach 
box. Somo of them also have one or two 
sots of ribbon with them. These advance 
patterns are not to be exactly duplicat- 
ed, it i.s said, but I am quite sure that 
later on in tho season thero will bo quan- 
tities of each difl'eront pattern for sale, 
but it i.s something to have ouo of the 
first. 

Tho simple styles of last season will 
prevail in tho making up of thoso pretty 
wash dresses. Tho skirts will bo gath-

ored, and tho insertion will bo laid on 
flat, sometimes in two rows and soino- 
timcs as a flat heading to a llounce. 
Somo, I know, aro to bo tucked with 
bands of insertion laid flat between tho 
tucks. Tho waists will bo snrpliccd or 
plain gatherod style, with a belt. Tiny 
figaros of dark velvet will bo arranged 
to wear with them, and they will add 
much of dressy effect. Hibbon sets and 
rosettes will properly belong to thorn. 

Thoro aro alsi sli^wn for pretty and 
everyday summer dresses checked nain- 
sooks, nainsooks where thero is a hand- 
some border, victoria lawns and dotted 
Swisses in great variety. I think tho 
small closo dots will bo tho favorite 
It goes without saying that laca and 
ribbon will bo worn with these to as 
great an oxtont as tho purso can buy. 

Just when tho fancy for silken skirts 
was supposed to have been on tho wane, 
if not dead, it has suddenly revived, 
and wo see tho tafieta petticoats every- 
where and tho demand for them just 
as great as it ovor was. Thoro aro dark 
ones and light ones, and all have no end 
of bias ruffles and puffs around tho bot- 
toms. Thero is no lace upon them, and 
all tho ruffles are hemmed instead of bo- 
ing pinked, as they were before. Tho 
pinking was frayed out so soon that it 
gave the skirts a kind of ragged appear- 
ance, and tor that reason, 1 think, they 
lost their first popularity. The hemmed 
ones leave nothing to bo desired. 

I find among the spring fabrics and 
new color cards that the bluet is to be 
quite as much worn this season as last, 
and among some superb gowns I singled 
a bluet moire gown. The skirt was full 
and demitrained and entirely devoid of 
trimming, oxcept for an enormous bow 
of satin ribbon of exactly the same shade 
placed low down in front. The ribbon 
was 10 inches wide. The waist was laid 
over in surplico folds of satin, and the 
upper portion of tho sleoves was of 
satin, the lower of moire. Tho corsago 
was left open, V shapud, and :vloug the 
edge was a narrow gauffering of palo 
pink gauze. This was done to keep tho 
Very trying color of tho bluet from direct 
contact with tho skin. Bluot, while be- 
ing an exquisite tint in itsolf, is very 
trying to any complexion. 

Today I saw two of tho richest car- 
riage and visiting mantles that this sea- 
son has produced. Ono of them was 
ruado of that kind of broadcloth known 
as sublime. It is like close felt and has 
no nap. This was of a dark coppery red. 
Tho back was cut straight down to tho 
waist lino, whero it was folded iu, form- 
ing three godet plaits, tho seam being 
hidden under a rich jot fringe headed 
by a fancy ornament. Thero wero two 
velvet epaulets ovor the shoulders, end- 
ing in front under jet ornaments and 
fringe. Tho collar was bordered with 
black ostrich flues. There were two re- 
markable and enormous sling sleeves 
made of black satin brocade, with rod 
and groeu (lowers. Tho rod was of a 
crimson shade. Tho whole garmont was 
lined with old rose faille. Tho other 
mantle was of tan coloiod wool brocade, 



with a truo lover kuot pattern in black. 
Tho back bad a shirred wattean at tho 
neck and thrcorowsof velvet ribbon ox- 
tonding down tho skirt, ending in jet 
fringo and piquets. Tho sleeves wero of 
brown velvet, with flaring oufl's and a 
rolling velvet collar that extended down 
tho front in stolo ends. On each shoul- 
der was a trefoil how of brown velvet 
ribbon. This wrap was lined with gold 
colored satin duchess.

ing attiro, but the importations of this 
season show several gowns of tho differ- 
ent olTects in black cropons for such cos- 
tumes for second mourning or for first 
mourning where the relationship was 
not that of parent and child or husband 
and wife. One handsome gown for a 
young lady was of the rough square 
crinkled crepon. The skirt was plaited 
all around, and thero were two broken 
lines across the front. Around tho belt 
and down the skirt was a baud of china 
crapo beaded in dull jet, ending iu a 
triple bow. The waist was a plain 
blouse, tho plaits being drawn a little 
toward tho left' side. There wero beaded 
crapo caps to the large gigot sleeves and 
a stock how at tho neck. 

A voryelogant dinner dress for ouo in 
mourning was of the ever beautiful silk 
warp henrietta. Tho front; breadth was 
laid iu deep, flat folds, and at the sides 
wero two folds in form of panels. The 
balance of tho skirt fell in heavy godots 
to a domi train.

A MODERN PORTIA. 

The Handsome Voting Italian Woman Who 
Ih a Doctor of Laws. 

Although during tno middle ages and 
tho renaissance women in Italy showed 
their adaptability for tho fino arts and 
sciences, few women of that country to- 
day have chosen to enter tho professions, 
owing to lack of opportunity or to exist- 
ing conditions, which aro less favorablo 
for women than in other countries. 

Signorina Teresiua Sabriola, a beau- 
tiful young Roman woman, has startod 
on a hitherto untrodden path and is tho 
first woman to obtain tho degree of doc- 
tor of laws in modern Italy. Sho is not 
yet 21 years old, having beeu born Fob. 
17, 1874, and is unusually attractive. 
She is tho daughter of Antonio Sabriola, 
professor of philosophy, history and 
peda^gy at tho University of Rome, 
from Which institution she recoivod hor 
degreo. Sho was prepared for tho uni- 
versity at homo, her father instructing

her in the classics and her mother, who 
is a descendant of the Pomeranian 
family Von Sprengor and a cultured 
woman, supplementing tho severer stud- 
ies with her knowledge and influence. 
Signorina Sabriola was only 17 when 
she passed the preliminary examinations 
with high honors. Her career at. tho 
university, whero sho invariably passod 
her examinations creditably, has proved 
that Italian women aro not intellectual- 
ly inferior to thoso of other countries 
when once thoy make up their minds to 
do anything. As women aro not admit- 
ted to the bar in Italy, Signorina Sa- 
briola cannot practice law. Sho will 
probably devoto her attention for tho 
present to sciontific study and investi- 
gation. 

The Atlanta papers havo treated all 
announcements of the coming national 
American woman suffrage convention 
with the utmost courtesy and havo given 
much space to news of it. A lato num- 
ber of tho Atlanta Constitution says, 
"Many of tho women spoakers will bo 
hoard not only in Atlanta, hut in south- 
ern towns and cities en route, which are 
moving to seizo tho opportunity present- 
ed in the southern tour of theso talented 
women for hearing them as they pass to 
and from tho convention city."

THE COLD WEATHER. 

Iiitoiise Suffering in Loudon aud 
Other Parts of 
England- 



People in Florida and Georgia De- 
lighted With the Frost 
and Snow. 



London, Fob. 15 — Tho coldness of tho 
woathcr continues to causo widespread Buf- 
fering und many deaths. The thormomotor 
ia four degreea balow freezing point to day 
and tho air ia raw and penetrating. In 
eighty inquoBta hold in London the vordiota 
have boon that death waB accelerated by the 
oold. Tho immediate oauneB of death wore 
givon as bronohitis, plouriay, aynoopo and 
other heart and lung ailments Inoidontal to 
tho woathor. The doath rate haa been 
especially heavy among the aged. The 
keen wlnda have increased the distress in 
the dwellings of the poorest fami- 
lies, It is impoasiblo to keep theae 
dwellings warm, and although no case of 
death by freezing has been reported, dozons 
of oaaea of pneumonia in the under heated or 
fireleeB rooms are brought to notice daily. 
The lee in the Thames Btill impedes naviga- 
tion. Work in tho building trade has been 
auepondedaod tho contractors havedismissed 
their meE for tho present. Tho TradcB Unions 
protest that 30,(100 of their mombera in London 
aro unable to got employment and must re- 
main idle until tho weather shall moderate. 
The majority of these men are carpentors, 
plasterers and atonemaaons. In Liverpool, 
Manchester, Hirmingham and Boveral other 
manufacturing and trading controa tho un 
employed are making streot demonstrations 
in all these citiea tho soup kitohona are 
crowded from morning to night, yet aro un- 
ablo to satisfy tho extraordinary demands 
upon them. Glasgow alono is feediDg more 
than -)0,000 persons. 

Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 15 — The most furi- 
ous snow Btorm over seon hero began oarly 
this morning, und at midnight ia atill rag- 
ing. The ground is covered to a depth of 
niuo incheB, seven inches representing to- 
day's fall. The streetcar lines suspended 
truflic oarly in tho afternoon. Tho consoli 
dated road will ho oloBed until tho rain and 
tho sun melts the snow. 

Mew Orleans, Feb 15 — The snow foil 
steadily yesterday for 18 houra, measuring 
exactly eight Inohea according to tho report 
given out by tho weather bureau horo. At 
9 o'clock an appreciable amount ia again 
falling, and it would not ho surprising if 
there wore several more inchea added to 
Now Orleans' groateat Bnow storm by to- 
morrow. 

Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 15. — It has been 

snowing hero all day, but it.-hus molted 
a'moat as f.»at as it fell. Specials from dif 
forent partB of the Btate Bhow Bt-nv.-falls 
from three to nine leches desp and it io atill 
falling. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Fob. 15. — The severe 
weather has culminated in a severe snow- 
Btorm. Snow haa been falling hero since 
diybroak. It mcaaures 6vo inchea on the 
level and at 9 p.m. it was still coming 
down. 

Savannah, Ga., Feb, 10 —Two inches of 
tnow fell last night and thia morning. It ia 
the Becond Btorm experienced here in many 
years and tho city gave itaolf np to hilarity. 
Business was practically suspended during 
the forenoon and huainoEB men spent the day 
snowballing. 

COLUMBUS, Ga., Feb, 15. — Columbua had 
tho heaviest snowstorm in over half a cen- 
tury beforo daybreak thia morning. The 
city ia clothed in a mantlo of white and is a 
moat nnusual aight. 

DERELICT SIGHTED. 

Steamer " Uruatllia " Prbscs a Wrecked 
Schooner Hailing From San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco, Feb. 15.— The ster.mer 
Umatilla arrived thia morning from Vic- 
toria and Puget Sound porta. Captain 
Hunter reporta sighting a capBizod schooner 
on tho trip down, and tho ehancca aro that 
several lives have been lost. In lat. 38 de- 
grees, 17 minutee, 5 seconda N., long 
123 degrees, 18 minutee, 25 Boconda 
VV. tho derolict waa aightod. The 
Umatilla waa olowed up and a boat 
lowered. A party of sailors and of- 
ficers wore sent of to the 
wreck, but they failed to make 
her namo out. All they could distinguish 
on tho atorn hoarda waa tho port of register 
"San Fruncieco." The derelict was that of 
a topmast Bchooner. Sho was lying on her 
port side, tho bull was painted green. 
Under tho water could Iid seen the eot of the 
foresail, and the head gear was intact. Tho 
mainsail was gone. All tho North hound 
schooners from this port havo arrived s-ifely, 
so tho vessel muBt have been North bound 
from some port South of hero. A great deal 
of intoreat is taken in shipping circles in the 
derelict, aa prnhubly her crow perished. 

NED TK AL1TY VIOL ATION . 

U.S. Schooner Seized for Carrying ArniB to 
Hawaiian Insurgents. 

San DlEOO, Feb. 14 —Tho schooner 
Wahlburg arrivod at thia port yeBterday, 
and was seizid by Collector Fishor on tho 
charge of havlog violated tho neutrality 
lawe by transporting armB and ammunition 
to tho Hawaiian country for tho ubo of the 
revolutionary royalists. Capt. Matthew S. 
Mania profesBes innoconco, and persistent- 
ly declares ho has been on a hunting expe- 
dition. Simultaneous interviews with tho 
captain nnd steward resulted in markod di- 
vergence in Btatemonts. Tho steward said 
they had been experiencing good woathor 
throughout tho voyage. Both havo tho out- 
lines of tho hunting story by hoart, but 
differed in re»poot to details, hedging when 
questioned aa to tho amount of ault on board 
nnd tho supply of provisions. Hawaiian 
Consul Wood expressed tho opinion that a 
straight C160 can bo made out against tho 
Wahlburg, and huu advised Minister Thurs- 
ton on all tho facts relating to tho oeizuro. 

SATOLLI S PROMOTION. 

To he Appointed Nuncio In Lisbon, Then 
Cardinal. 

London, Fob. 15. — Tho Standard's corre- 
spondent in Rome sayB : " It is reported 
horo that with a view to complying with 
tho procedurn customary in promoting apoe- 
tolic delegates, Monaignor Satolli will be 
appointed nuncio in Llabon beforo holng 
olovated to tho cardlnalato. 



PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Continued l from page Six. 



Mr. Forster did not object, to a railway 
ooroBa the northern part of the province, 
nor would ho object to another transcontin- 
ental railway, but ho objeoted to thia road 
because it is not proposed that it ehall fol- 
low the route which tbo next] transcontin- 
ental railway muat follow. He claimed that 
thia road would bo longer than tho C. P. R. 
though ho had ro hiureo hut dopendod on 
tho map of Hritiah Columbia. It oould only 
be shorter than tho C P.R. if it wont to 
Alhorni inatoad of Victoria as expected 
by tho people of thia oity. Ho 
thought tho next tranB oontinontal lino will 
go to some point on tho Skeonu, as tho sav- 
ing by land and wutor would then bo somo 
GOO or 700 miles. He thought tho road 
would bo of no boneflb aa a uolonlzition line, 
and that tho exponeo of construction would 
bo so groat that it would never pay as a col- 
onization proj ot. Ho read from survey ro- 
ports mado for tho purposes of tho O, P. R. 
along the route of this proposed road, and 
held that there is no saving in distance to 
compensate for thophyeical difficulties which 
hevo to bo overcome. Thoro ia not oiougli 
agricultural land in tho district to pay for 
such an expensive road as this He did not 
know but whu the Knight Inlet routo is a 
bettor one, but reports show that a groat 
deal of heavy work will bo necessary there 
also. 

Mr Rogers thought tho arguments juat 
uaod aro Btrongly in favor of tho extonsion 
of tho time aa aaked for. When tho old 
Burvoya wero mado it waa not known 
that thoro waa a paBS anywhoro near whore 
the Goat River paea haa einoo been found, 
and that ia ono of tho roaaona why tho C. P. 
R did not go through Cariboo. Ho thought 
that that northern country muat havo a 
road ; and ho know that capital will not be 
Ir.veated in anything that ia not shown to bo 
a practicable sohome. Aa a mattor of faot 
thia roud will shorten tho distanco trom 
ncoan to ocean about fifteen hundred miloB. 
Ho had no doubt whatover but that tho 
road would como to Victoria, for an iBland 
like thin ia not to bo loft out in tho cold. He 
could aay from personal observation that no 
othor transcontinental lino can oompare 
with thia in the matter of freedom from tho 
engineering diiiicultiea caused by anowBlidos 
and by floods und other ocourroncesconnocted 
with railway linoa through tho mountaina. 
Ho folt that when tho men of capiiul know 
tho facta they will ho found very willing to 
invest in a sohoino euch as tliia. Tho tileot 
, of its success would bo very marked in all 
parts of this province, and ho had pereonal 
knowledge that there has boon a groat 
change of feeling on tho lowor pirt of tho 
mainland on thia subject. He felt suro that 
tho road would havo been well under way 
now but for tho exceptionally hard timea 
throughout tho world. 

Mr liooui took exception to tho state- 
ment of tho loader of the oppoaition that 
tho good land to bo developod by this lino 
lios outside tho boundary of thia province, 
and ho proferred rather to tako the 
word of the senior member for Victoria, 
who having been through tho country naya 
ho has seen a great deal cf good land. If it 
is a bonefit to have a railway through '.hore, 
ho could soe no objection to the province 
making a aurvoy, which, heaidea boing ubo- 
ful for general purpoaeB, will show dofinito- 
ly whether or not it is feasible to build tho 
lino there. Ho thought tho road cannot bo 
in better handB than thoso of tho senior 
member for Victoria, who does notcome for- 
ward as an ordinary railway promotor, but 
is a man who haa great intorosta in tho pro- 
vince which ho cannot ofTord to jeopardize 
for tho purpose of drawing a few thouBand 
dollars out of thia Bcheme. Tho only fault 
he had to find with tho bill ia that the ox- 
tension of time is too short. Ho would vote 
for two yoars instead of ono if it wero pro- 
posed, for ho could aeo that 
difficulties may easily arlao in 
tho negotiations which may result in 
long delays — such as what has just occurred, 
when on tho eve of investment tho capital- 
ists asked for further evidonco as to tho cost 
of conatruotion. Ho did not Bee why a 
guarantee of bonds should bo discussed now, 
but that having beon mentioned ho would 
say that a proposition of that kind could 
not havo his support, as ho foared its effect 
upon tho credit of tho province on account 
of tho heavy responsibility it might involve. 
Any request for assistance which Bhowed 
exactly what might bo involved in it, ho 
would, however, be quito willing to con- 
sider. Ho could not teo how a bill of this 
kind can possibly hurt tho credit of the 
country, and ho would heartily support tho 
second reading. 

Mr. Kitchen said ho intondod to voto 
for tho second reading, but changed hia 
mind to-day whon he hoard about tho sur- 
veys.

RAILWAY BELT LANDS, 

Hon. Mb. Davie moved tho aocond read- 
ing of tho bill respecting tho lands in the 
railway bolt, which ho explained is in con- 
st (|uor.co of tho ugreement arrived ot 
with tho late Premier of Canada, on tho oo- 
oaBion of hiB (Mr. Davie't) visit to Ottawa 
in October lust. Tho agreement arrived at 
was that tho Dominion should confirm all 
tho titloB tho provicca hud given, and the 
province should confirm those granted by 
the Dominion, so that all parties would 
havo perfect titles. Tho lamented doath of 
Sir John Thompson prevented tho terms 
of settlement boing put into effect 
as intended, but tho Dominion government 
suggested that an act such as that now be- 
foro tho houso should bo passed, authorizing 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council to enter 
into un agreement f jr tho Bottlement of tho 
matters Involved in tho disputo so that the 
cloud upon tho titles to tho laud may ho re- 
moved. Tho Sumas land.', are amongst thoBO 
utleatod, and in view of tho dyking works in 
contemplation it h of particular importance 
that tho disputo with respect to their titles 
should bo BOttlod. Tho bill beforo the houso 
gives tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
full power to ngroo to terms of sottlomont. 

Bill read a aocond time, and considered in 
committee, Mr. Kidd in tho chair. The 
committee roso and reported progress. 
BILLS PASSED, 

Tho report from committee on tho placer 
mining bill was taken into furthor consider- 
ation and adopted ; bill read a third timo 
und paBsed. 

Tho report from committeo on tho retail 
liquor liconso bill was takou into furthor 
consideration. Hon. Mr, Davio movod to 
reinsert tho section struck out in committeo 
at tho Instanco of Mr. Kitchen, making a 
loase forfeitable in enso of conviction of tho 
tenunt for broach of tho license laws.

Tho order for adoption of report on tho 
oharitablo corporations bill was diaoharged 
on motion of Hon. Mr. Davlo.

third timo ond passed ; so was tho Stave 
River Electric and Power Co. bill. 

A motion to give the six months' hoist to 
tho Sunday observance bill was mado by Dr. 
Walkem, but loston divisionof 8 to20. Thore 
was a long discussion on tho motion for tho 
third reading, and Hon. Mr. Divio at 
length statod that whilo ho would not vote 
I for tho six months' hoist , as ho objected to 
thus completely shutting out fo: this ses- 
sion uny " act for tho bottor observance of 
Sunday," ho thought tho bill in ita present 
shupo simply a farce. Ho Buggested that in 
placo of voting against tho third reading, as 
tho good eonBo of tho houBo would no doubt 
oause them to do, tho bill bo re-committed 
so that a workablo moasuro muy bo pre- 
pared. The bill was accordingly ro com- 
mittnd. 

Mr Williams read tho lottor which ho 
had promised from tho stenographer of tho 
parliament buildings committee, explaining 
that tho miBtako which hud luen undor dia- 
cussion occurred in trunecription.

THE CZAR'S DECLARATION. 

People's Rights l'urly of Russia Publish a 
Denunciatory Manifesto. 

London, Fob. 15, — Tho Daily Chronialo 
has printed a long manifesto issued by tho 
l'eoplo'a Rights party in Russia and now 
circulating throughout the Empire. The 
manifesto is in tho form of a letter to the 
C/.ar, and ia romarkablo for plain and forci- 
blo languago. After consuring him for his 
recent asBortlon of his absolution tho letter 
sayB : " The moBt advanced Zimstvoa ask- 
ed only for tho harmony of Vcuv und pooplo, 
freo spooch and tho suprornucy of law ovor 
tho arbitrariness cf tho executive. You 
wero deceived and frightened by tho repre- 
sentations of courtiors und bureaucrats. 
Society will understand perfeotly that lb 
was tho bureauorooy which jealously guards 
its own omnipotence that spoko through 
you. Tho buroaucracy, beginning with tho 
council of ministoro and ending with 
tho lowoat country constable, hato any 
development, social or individual, and bc 
tivity prevents tho monarch from freo inter- 
course with representatives of his poople, 
except as thoy oomo in gala drcRB, prosont- 
ing eongratulationa, icor.B and offerings. 

'■ Your speech proved that uny attempt 
to spoak out beforo the throne, oven in 
tho most loyal fjrm about tho cry- 
ing needs of tho country, meets only 
a rough and abrupt rebuff. Society oi- 
pecaed from you eucounigoiiieno and help; 
but heard only a reminder of your omnipo- 
tence, givingi ho impression of utter estrange- 
ment of Czar and pooplo. i'ou youraolf 
have killed your own popularity and havo 
alienated all that part of socioty, which la 
peacefully Btrnggling forward. Somo indiv- 
iduals aro jubilant ovor your speech, but you 
will Boon diecover their importance Inan- 
othor section of eoolety your spooch caused a 
feoling of injury and depression which, how- 
over tho best sooial forces will Boon over- 
come.
